Washington, April 7 — Sitting 
aside precedems of more than a cer- 
tury, President Wilson will appear 
in the halls of congress today to de- 
liver his first legisla'ive message in 
oerson. He announced rodenv>crat- 
\c congres.-ional leaders that he would 
go to the fl >or of the house when it 
convened today and there give that 
body his vitws on the tarilf . 

This decision of the president 
evoked much comment am ong the 
congressional leaders. He will he 
the first president of the Unitea 
States to appear officia ly before 
either branch of congress in deliber- 
ative session since John Adams in 
the first few years of the Ia3t cen- 
tury . An attempt was made exactly 
100 years ago, in 1813, to revive the 
custom, but President Madison de- 
clined an invitation to discuss foreign 
relations in the senate. Since then 
no president has ever suggested join- 
ing in the deliberations of congress. 

The senate has already organized 
for the new congress and its session 
will be a mere routine meeting. Im- 
mediately afterward, however, a 
democratic caucus will beheld, when 
the fight to revise the senate rules, 
to liberalize the proceedings in the 
upper body will begin. 

When the house convened in its 
changed chamber, where benches 
have taken the place of the id 1 time 
desks and chairs, the members, in- 
cluding hundreds of representatives 
elected last fa 1. were sworn in.

first white woman to go down the Yu- 
kon, has qualified by many utronuous 
experiences In Alaska to be considered 
ax authority ou the dog teams of that 
country. The native anlmnln nrc the 
malamute, the huskle and the Slwash. 

The first comns from the roast of 
Bering sea and Is a cross between the 
Russian terrier and the Slwash. He 
is small, weighing 69 to 76 pounds, 
and has shaggy hair, which makes 
him look twice his real slse I'nder 
this Is a coat of short, warm fur that 
protects him In the most severe 
weather. 

The huskle comes from the McKen- 
zie river. Is a large gray dog w ighing 
from 125 to 1(10 pounds and is covered 
with short, stubby fur, with an under- 
coat of thick fur. They can stand 
more hardships and go without food 
longer than any other dog in the 
north. 

The Slwash dogs, which are in the 
majority, are a cross between a wolf 
and a dog, and usually gray or white 
in color, but occasionally black. Tbeir 
weight Is from 50 to 90 pounds. They 
rarely sleep under shelter, preferring 
to curl up in the snow, even with the 
mercury 60 degrees below zero. 

In this respect the native animals 
are better fitted for their work than 
the Immigrant dogs, says Miss Kelly 
in Country Life in America. In severe 
weather the latter wear little mocca- 
sins made of heavy moose skin, while 
nature has provided the native dogs 
with heavy fur covering the whole 
feot, even between the toes. 

The sleds in general use are 7 feet 
long, 17 inches wide and 7 inches 
high, and an immense load of freight 
can be packed and lashed on them. 
The sled Is guided In the trail by a 
pole known as the "G" pole. 

The dogs are hitched about six feet 
ahead of the sled, and the driver walks 
back of the sled, holding on to the 
"O" pole to keep the heavily loaded 
sled straight tn the narrow trail so 
that it will not tip over on the rough, 
sliding places. 

In case the sled is heavily loaded 
the dogs are hooked up close to the 
sled and the driver rides a greater 
part of the time— that Is. If the weath- 
er Is not too cold, in which case he 
prefers running to keep warm. 

On the creek beds there is often 
from one to five inches of water, and 
it is always a difficult matter to make 
the dogs go through this. They dis- 
like getting their feet wet. but they 
must keep the trail and pull through It 

Immediately after getting out of the 
water it begins to form in little Ice 
balls between their toes, and the 
whole team of dogs will He down on 
the trail In their harness and go to 
picking and cleaning their feet, which 
are rarely ever sore or frozen unless 
they have been In water several hours. 

From the last snow In the spring un- 
til the first in the fall the doge have 
but little to do. At the trading posts 
—Dawson, Circle City, Fairbanks, 
Eagle. Mlnook— and a number of other 
camps where they have fair streets or 
roads the dogs are used to draw light 
freight about In little two-wheeled 
carts, and they are used In the mines 
and on the trailB for packing. The 
pack saddles are made of heavy can- 
vas and the average dog will pack 
thirty or forty pounds. 

Some dogs will lie down In the mud 
or water with their packs on, while 
others seem to feel the responsibility 
of protecting thetr packs and are ex- 
ceedingly careful in picking their way 
through thick brush or over fallen 
trees that obstruct the trail, leaping 
over pools of mud and picking their 
footing with great care on the small 
rocks In fording the streams. They 
rarely bark. 

The dogs are fed once a day when 
working; the best feed Is the Yukon 
dried salmon, but falling this bacon 
has proved the best substitute. 

The price of Alaskan dogs la gov- 
erned by the number of stampedes 
during a winter, which creates a great 
demand for dog teams with which to 
reach new gold fields at an early date* 
At such times teams of three or four 
dogs have brought as high as f 1.800 
or $2,000, where their usual prtcr 
would be about $7P0 or $800.

and durability by keeping. 

Soap may be used as a solid or It 
may be dlasolved and use as a liquid; 
in whatever form Its action la that of 
a greaia solvent and purifying agent. 
It la used In the aolid or hard state for 
■trong material without color, when 
Its strength may be concentrated by 
rubbing It on the particularly dirty 
parts, so that they may be more eaally 
and thoroughly cleansed. 

Soap powder ia principally composed 
of soda and water, and aa washing 
soda does not cost more than one-fifth 
the price of soap powder, it would be 
more economical for the housekeeper 
to use that substance with the addi- 
tion of a little soap solution to the 
water, which would form a lather 
equally as well, and the work of 
cleanaing would be aa effectual ai 
when soap powder is 



BEST TO SHRINK MATERIALS 



Saves Much Time and Worry Later, 
and Really Involves Only a Min- 
imum Amount of Trouble. 

Shrinking materials before making 
them up saves a great deal of time 
and worry. There will be no hems to 
be let down, no sleeves to lengthen 
or belts to widen. 

When shrinking muslins or ging- 
hams place them In a pan and cover 
with clear, warm water, to which has 
been added a little salt. The salt pre- 
vents the colors from running. Allow 
the material to stand for a half hour, 
then wring it aa dry aa possible and 
hang on the line. When half dry press 
with a hot Iron. 

If you desire to shrink woolen 
fabrlca wet a sheet and spread it over 
a table. Place one thickness of the 
goods lengthwise of the sheet and. 
beginning at one end, roll sheet and 
material together. Lay aside the roll 
until morning. Then unroll the goods 
and press with a hot Iron. It It Is 
difficult to determine the right side of 
the material mark it with a thread 
at one corner before shrinking. 

Shrinking never injures the ma- 
terial, and It will always appear fresb 
and bright after 



To Air a Bed. 

The proper way to air a bed, if y"ou 
are opposed to removing the bed- 
clothes from the bed. is to throw the 
sheets over the footboard across a 
chair placed to keep them off the 
floor, and then lift the mattress in 
the middle, tilting it up so that the 
air passes under and over it One-half 
hour of this will thoroughly air the 
bed, the windows to be open all the 
time, of course. In making up the 
bed shake the sheets well aa they are 
put In place. You will then have a 
tidy, fresh bed and an orderly room 
soon after you are dressed. This wll> 
help make your housekeeping easy. 



Tuttl Fruttl Tarts. 
Peel and cut one banana into bits, 
stone one cup of cherries, hull one 
cup of strawberries, add one cup ot 
sugar and put the mixture In the top 
of the double boiler over boiling wa- 
ter until the BUgar 1b melted and the 
juice Is drawn out. Then sweeten to 
taste, and let It boll up directly over 
the fire until quite thick. Line tartlet 
pans with a thin, rich paste and brush 
over with white of egg; All with th» 
mixture and bake quickly. 



Wheat Cakes Without Eggs. 
Take a cup and a half of wheat flour 
and mix dry with a scant two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and a half 
a teaspoouful of salt Beat In enough 
milk to make a soft batter. Have the 
griddle very hot and bake at once. 
Serve with butter and sirup and the 
cakes will be so nice the eggs wil' 
never be missed. 



Floating Island. 

Scald one and one-half cups milk 
and pour over one-fourth cup sugar 
mixed with two eggs. Cook in the 
double boiler until the mixture coats 
the spoon ; then strain, add one-half 
teaspoon vanilla and a few grains salt. 
Beat the white of an egg stiff; drop 
by spoonfuls onto tab custard 
brown In the oven. Serve cold.

SPELLING BEE TO BE REVIVED 

Mrs. Preston, Superintendent of 
Schools In Washington, Favors 
the Old-Tim- Institution. 

The old-fashl' . pi lling bee Is to 
prevail in the date of Washington. 
Mrs. Josephine Corliss Preston of 
Walla Wall* has been elected state 
superintendent of schools, and she 
says the bee must be made a state In- 
stitution, that all the children may be 
taught to spell the words correctly. 
She has observed that the bee has 
worked out reform as to spelling In 
Walla Walla county. 

As the spelling bee Is distinctive 
because of Its spirit of contest, like 
the sports. It may be possible that in- 
structors will wake up by and by that 
the way to get the children interested 
In many other studies Is to have them 
contest with others. The bee does 
not make the speller. That comes 
natural to some and may be acquired 
by others In more or less perfection 
by hard work with the words. 

Almost all human creatures have 
some pride and more or less dlsposl 
tlon to show off. That Is how the 
spelling bee wins and makes the 
young people study harder to make a 
fair showing with others In competi- 
tion. It Is not so easy to make a con- 
test In mathematics, which can be 
carried out In an entertaining way be- 
fore an audience, but It Is not im- 
possible. Neither la a contest In 
grammatical construction of sen- 
tences, or in history and geography. 

Any of these reduced to the live 
spirit of contention for the best dem- 
onstration among the pupils of a city 
or several cities would make ths 
schools worth more, take more of the 
attention of the pupils and bring 
about better results. That Is what 
makes the boys like the sports, and 
the girls also. There Is life In It 
Try it in more than spelling!— Wor

Glacial Epochs Explained. 

What caused the glacial epochs? An 
explanation was propounded by Prof 
W. J. Humphreys of the weather bu- 
reau at tho Cleveland meeting of the 
Astronomical aud Astropbysical Sod 
ety of America. Several timea In re 
cent years it has beon observed that 
great explosive volcanic eruptions 
(Krakatoa. Pele, Katmal). by charg 
ing the upper atmosphere, in the Ibo 
thermal region, with fine dust, have | ^ demand 
markedly diminished the amount ol 
solar radiation received at the earth's 
surface. It seems evident that the ef 
feet of this process must be to re 
duce the temperature of the air neat 
the earth, since the dust scatters a 
great amount of the Bolur radiation 
Thus a period of excessive volcanic 
activity, if long continued, would pro 
duoe the thermal conditions of an Ice 
age. The geological record is said to 
furnish evidence that such a period ae 
tually began shortly before the last 
Ice age and has continued with 
Uhlng Intensity to the present
